Truman Will Bare 


Labor Legislation 


Pattern on Jan. 6 


May Deliver Message to 


Congress in Person; 


Views Unknown 


Washington, Dec. 26—(AP) — 


President Truman has definitely 
decided to send his 
legislative 


message to the new congress on 
Jan. 6. 
It is not certain yet 


whether he will deliver it in per- 
son. 


The White House said 
today 


that Mr. Truman's present plan 
is to follow this message with a 
second one transmitting- his econ- 
omic council's report on Jan. 8, 
and his budget message on Jan. 
10. However, this is subject to 
change. 


Presidential 
Secretary 
Charles 


G. Ross repeated that the legis- 
lative document will be consider- 
ably shorter than its counterpart 
of last January. 
He said his 


guess now is that the message 
will run 30 or 40 minutes' read- 
ing time, whereas last January's 
combined legislative and budget 
proposals took: close to two hours. 


jVo Word on Meetings 


Ross told newsmen the presi- 


dent has not worked out plans 
for holding re.srular meetings with 
-legislative leaders as he did when 
the Democrats were in control. 
He added if such conferences are 
held \vith the majority chieftains 
—who will be Republicans in the 
new congress—that the Demo- 
cratic leaders undoubtedly wall be 
included. 


Those who talked with Mr. 


Truman shortly before his Christ- 
mas trip home said the chief ex- 
ecutive had not yet completed 
drafting the labor portion of his 
report to congress, which he is 
expected to read to a joint ses- 
sion Jan. 6. 


The best guess of these per- 


sons—and they emphasized that 
it is only a guess—is that Mr. 
Truman will take a middle of the 
road approach and urge that con- 
gress establish equal responsibil- 
ity under the law for both labor 
and management.

Army Plans Blow 


at Trade in Fags 


Berlin, Dec. 26—(AP)—The U. 


S. Army and military government 
were considering today a recom- 
mendation to prohibit the private 
importation of American cigaretes 
into Germany by occupation per- 
sonnel, as a drastic measure to 
take the country off its black 
market "cigaret Standard." 


The recommendation was con- 


tained in a report made to Lt.-Gen. 
Lucms D. Clay, deputy American 
military governor, by a special in- 
vestigating committee. It said the 
sale and barter of cigarettes at 
inflated values by Americans was 
damaging- the German economy. 


The report reeommended that 


the^ embargo on importation of 
curettes be effected through a 
European theater directive ban- 
ning tVm from Army post office 
channel--. It suggested that if this 
was done the weekly cigarette ra- 
tion at Army post exchanges, 
which also supply civilians, be^ in- 
creased to "meet the needs of the 
maximum smoker." 
The current 


allowance is 200 cigarettes per 
week per adult. 


It also recommended that cigar- 


ettes be eliminated as an item of 
exchange in any barter shop spon- 
sored by the Army or military 
government. 


Cigarettes stell in the German 


black market at 1,200 marks ($120 
at the military rate of exchange) 
and up per carton of 200. By 
bartering; cigarettes some Ameri- 
can families have obtained enough 
aiticles to furnish their houses. 


Chinese Sky Liner 


Mishaps Result in 


Tragic Christmas 


Shanghai, 
Dec. 26—(AP) — 


Three 
Chinese airliners, loaded 


with more than 100 persons an- 
ticipating gay Christmas parties 
here, cracked up in the fog- 
blanketed Shaghai area last night 
killing or injuring 85 persons. 
One American pilot was killed 
and another injured. 


A fourth transport was miss- 


ing and feared lost with at least 
10 persons aboard. 


Yesterday was the blackest in 


China's civilian aviation history. 


The American owned Shanghai 


Evening Post & Mercury report- 
ed 62 passengers and crewmen 
were killed and 19 were injured, 
some so critically they may not 
survive. 


A Chinese woman was killed 


and her three children injured 
when one of the transports crash- 
ed into her farm home near Woo- 
sung. 


Shanghai papers earlier had re- 


ported 76 were killed aboard the 
three planes, but revised their 
figures downward. 


Two Victims Americans 


J The Post. & Mercury said two 
of the victims were Amencans- 
Capt. J. M. Greenwood, who was 
killed, and R. B. Preus. injured 
seriously. 
Their home addresses 


were not given. 


Greenwood and Preus were pi- 


loting two of the crashed planes, 
both owned by the Chinese Na- 
tional Aviation Corp., the coun- 
try's leading airline. 
It employs 


many Americans as pilots. The 
third plane was owned by the 
Central Air Transport Corp., also 
a Chinese company. 


Another American, William H. 


Byrne, wing flight surgeon of 
the U. S. air transport command's 
Tokyo headquarters, nearly lost 
his life in a hero's role. He went 
into the burning fuselage of one 
of the planes in search of survi- 
vors.

motorists to the highways, many 
in their new Christmas automo- 
biles, and the number of traffic 
fatalities totaled 213. 


Violent deaths by miscellaneous 


causes—fires, plane,

crashes, asphyxiation, drowning- 
accounted for 48 victims. The 236 
total this Christinas compared to 
414 in 1945, which included 219 
traffic fatalities. 


The 213 traffic deaths were far 


in excess of the 150 estimated by 
the National Safety Council from 
6 p. m. Tuesday through Wednes- 
day 
A council spokesman said 


the eventual death toll in highway 
accidents for the period would be 
"considerably more than 300." 


More than one-fourth of the 


traffic 
deaths—55—occurred in 


California. 
The 
heavy toll in 


highway accidents was blamed by 
a police traffic official on a "com- 
bination of wet streets and drink- 
ing." Forty-three of the 55 deaths 
were reported in a 10-county area 
near Los Angeles.

Counsel Makes His 
Report on Evidence 


17 Vital CIO Union in 


Revolutionary Drive, 


Attorney Declare* 


Washington, Dec. 26 — (AP)-— 


Ernie Adamson, chief counsel for 
the 
house 
committee on 
un- 


American activities, says there is 
a "conspiracy" afoot to foment 
revolution in this country, through 
a general strike or otherwise. 


The matter is dealt with in a 


formal report which Adamson has 
given the committee. 
The docu- 


ment summarizes information as- 
sembled by his staff during 1946. 


Although printed by the Govern- 


ment Printing Office, the report 
has not yet been approved form- 
ally by the committee. 


Besides referring to the revolu- 


tion "conspiracy," the report (A) 
contains 
critical 
references 
to 


representatives of foreign govern- 
ments attached 
to the United 


Nations. (B) Claims that 17 im- 
portant labor unions are controlled 
by communists and (C) Calls the 
Library of Congress a "haven for 
aliens and foreign-minded Ameri- 
cans." 


Of the general findings, Adam- 


son wrote: 


"This committee cannot empha- 


size too strongly to the house and 
to the country the danger from 
this fifth column within our gates 
which follows with blind obedience 
the dictates of Moscow. 
They 


must be recognized for what they 
are — the agents of a foreign gov- 
ernment 
and 
enemies 
of 
our 


American system." 


"Deep Inroads" Made 


The chief counsel said "deep In- 


roads" already have been made in 
this country by,,the force's of com- 
munism a&d" 
succeeded 


in entrenching themselves in gov- 
ernment, labor and education." 


"In the opinion of the commit- 


tee," Adamson 
continued, "the 


most serious penetration has been 
within the labor movement, where 
the communists dominate 17 vital 
unions of the CIO — unions so vital 
that our very national security i» 
dependent upon them."

Adamson reported, the committee
